2 N Magiſtrates called Decemuri, yecrely by tiune to 4 
71 gouerne their Citie, they ſent ili. Embaſladours to 
| & 2 Athens, and other Cuties of Greece, to learne and 
— fetch them the Lawes of Solon, and other aunci- 
ent rites, and . 7 wc Cities: 3 — 
Rome, were peruſed by the ſay n Senate, 
one by one were by them examined, ſiſted, & reformed according 
to the time, their manner of gouernment, and the nature of their 
people, and reduced into tenne Tables: Then were they publiſhed 
to the whole multitude of the citizens,cſtabliſhed by the 35, Tribes, 
ingrauedin pillarsof ;raſſe, and ſetin a moſtopenplace ofthe CE _ . 
tie for all men to beholde , to the intent thateche man might at his 
pleaſure dayly peruſe the ſame , and no wayes be ignorant of thoſeſ 
Lawes, which he was bound to obey. By which Tables and other 
two ſhortly after thereunto annexed, the floriſhing Romane Em- 
pire was chiefly gouernedby the ſpace of many ages, and they doe 
remaine the ground ofthe Ciuill La wes vſed to this day in di 
partes ofthe world. Euen ſo, when the mightie God of Iacobhad 4 
with divers miraculous plagues puniſhed the land of Egypt for his Zx«d.q.e. 
ele people of Iſraels ſake,caried them thorow the redſca,drowned 2 
therein King Pharao and his hoſte, ſweetened the bitter waters for 
them to drinłe, ſent them food from heauen, and brought them by 
a cloudy pillar in the day, and a fierie pillar in the night vntill they 
came to mount Sinai , he then gaue them commaunde- 
ments, and mad vnto them many lawes and ſtatutes, concerning 
— honour to by 288 him, concerning their duetie to their 
rinces, Magiſtrates Leuites, to their parentes, neyghbours, 
and ſtran ——— ie direction, order and v4 of their 
wiues, chi dren, ſeruants, landes, goods, and other thy neceſlarie 
forthe vſe of man. And then moſt ſtrai charged them, that 
lame commaundements ſhould be in their hearts, that they ſhould © 
ſhe them vnto their children, that they ſhould talke of them whe - 
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they li . 3 _ tha! they ſhould bindetheds 
lie and when they riſe vp, that they ſ inde them 
for a ſigne vpon theit bende abe es ſhouldbe warnings berwixt 
their eyes, that they ſhoulde write them vpon the poſtes of their 
houſes, and ypon their gates. And moreouer when they came into 
the land of promiſe, that they ſhould ſet vp great ſtones in mount 
Ebal, plaſter them with plaſter, and write vpon them all the wordes 
of thoſe Lawes. Which commandements Ioſhua the ſeruaunt of 
the Lord did after moſt faithfully perfourme, With which good ex- 
amples and ſuch like, together with the care of their ſubiectes by 
Almightie God to them committed, the vertuous Princes and go- 
uernours of this Realme being mooued, haue not onely proui 
for the due obſeruation ofthe Lawes of GO D within theſe their 
kingdomes and prouinces, piked forth the pureſtiuiceand pithieſt 
maro of the Lawes ofthe Romanes and other Regions, and from 
time to time by the aduice of their nobles and conſent of their 
Commons, decreed, altered, and reformed the ſame according to 
the inclniation of their ſubiectes, and diſpoſition of the inhabitants 
of their Dominions, but alſo haue bene moſt carefull that thoſe 
Lawes and ſtatutes which were newely ordeined , ſhould bein ſuch 
fort publiſhed, ſpread abroad, and made knowen , that eche perſon 
bound toohey the ſame, might take knowledge of that whereby he 
was to liue, to receiue benefite, or ſuſtaine Wi (alwayes mnding 


that thoſe lawes which the finger of God hath written in the heart 


of man, or nature infuſed into him ypon his firſt creation, or reaſon, 
the only cogniſance of mankind inſbilled into his breſt, or which the 


auncient Maximes an d cuſtomes of the realme, the very ground of 


altour common Lawes haue inſtructed him, be not to any Engliſh- 
man hauing the cleare vie of Synderiſu wholy vnknowen, ) And 
therefore they haue prouided that their Iuſtices of Oyer & determi- 
ner, their Iuſtices of Aſſiſe, &ᷓ gaole deliuerie at their generall Aſſiſes, 
their Iuſtices of peace at their quarter Seſſions, their Sherifes in their 
Turnes, their ſtewardes of Leets and Liberties in their Courtes(vnto 
which Aſſiſes, Seſſions, and courtes, the greater nomber of people 
being aboue the age of xii,yeeres are bound to reſort) ſhoulde nor 
onely openly declare what Lawes and ſtatutes haue bene made for 
the puniſhmet of ſeuerall great offences, but alſo ſhould execute the 


paines and penalties of the ſame vpon the tranſgreſſours therof: that 


the chaſtiſment of ſome might be to others a learning to knowe the 
ſame Lawes, & alſo a warning to them to auoyde the danger there- 


of. And further they haue foreſeene, that ſome ſpecial ſtatutes which 
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bemoſt dangerous, & into the perillvrhereof the ign 
arc likeſt to E. teen e 
the hearers thereof ſhould not only vnderſtand themſelues, but alſo 3 
juſtruct their neighbours at home,of thoſe moſt penall lawes, and of 
the great daungers thereof. And ſor that cauſe King Ed, x,ordayned F.Ed1ge 
by Parli that the ſtatute of agua Chart. and Charta Foreſt, R 
ould be openly read in Churches. King R. a. decreed that the ſta- F 
tute of Wincheſter ſhould be openly proclaimed by euery Sherife of 
England in his proper perſon foure timesintheyere in euery Hun- 2» 
dred within his countie, and by his Bailifesin cuery marker, K. H. 6. r.H.6.2, _

of the ſame. So that our worthy Princes haue played the partes of 
Gods good Lieutenauntes in theſe their regions, they haue layde a 


foundation of al their ſtatuts and decrees,the word, and euerlaſting 
| Teſtament of the Almighty, they haue vſed thoſe lawes of the Ro- 
manes, Grecians, Saxons, Normans,and other Countries, which be 


molt correſpondent to the ordinaunces of God, conſonant to rea- 


ſon, and agreeable to the inclination of their ſubiects, they haue in- 


deuoured themſelues further to publiſn them, then ingrauing in 
brafle,or writing in ſtone ſetled in one place certaine, can do. Wher- 
by is plainely declared, not onely their great foreſight to make good 


laws, but alſo their ſpeciall care to notifie the ſame, that ignorance 
might not excuſe offendours, nor want of notice, leade awry ſuch 
as are willing to liue in order, But becauſe the Gouernours of this 


ſtate, from time to time carefull to prouide ſuch lawes, as were 


maoſt commodious for the weale publique, haue beene enforced to 


trie many, to continue diuers, to alter and reforme fome , accor- 
ding to the diſpoſition of the wauering minded people, fertilitie 


ofthe ſoyle, quietneſſe ofthe gouernement, friendſhippe of the re- 
gions adioyning, and other accidentes and circumſtaunces wheres 


unto our humane nature is ſubiect, by that neceſſarie meanes our 
ſtatute lawes are growen to bee many, ſome much differing , and 
ſome meere contrary and repugnant to others: for ſithence the 
time of King H.. (in the ninth yereofwhoſe reigne Magna Charta 
che firſt ſtatute that we haue in print, was made ) there haue beene 
a great number of ſtatutes written, ſome in Latin, ſome in French, 
ſome ordeined to be in force for one Kings time, ſome for another, 
ſome repealed in part, and confirmed in part, ſome repealed by ſpe- 
ciall, and ſome by generall words, as by iii. branches ofthree ſeueral 
ſtatutes, there bee at the leaſt i 20. other ſtatutes and braunches of 
ſtatutes repealed, So that time hath wrought tryall, much tryall 
hath procured a number, a number prouided at ſeuerall times, by 
ſeuerall perſons, and to ſeuerall endes, hath brought in ſome queſti- 
on which bee in force, and which not, and thereby imprinteth feare 
to many willing mindes to reade, and diſcouragement to vnder- 
ſtande thoſe lawes, which otherwiſe they wende in their know- 
ledge imbrace, and in their deedes obey. Whereupon conſidering 
ages to

prouide good lawes, how mindfull to publiſn chem, and how de- 1 
ſirous to ſec them obſerued: And againe 3 how ioyfull 
euery good ſubiect is of good lawes, howe readie to learne them, 
and howe obedient to execute them, and that the prince and the 
ſubiects doing their parts, onely time (the beginner, increaſer and 
ſubuerter of humane policies) hath ſome deſects, and pro- 
cured ſome difficultie in vnderſtanding of our ſtatute lawes, euer 
meant to be moſt plaine and eaſie to conceiue: I therefore (Right 
worſhipfull) haue vndertakento publiſhin our Engliſh tongue, the 
moſt effectuall ſtatutes which be generall, and at this day in force 
and vſe, together with thoſe ſtatutes which doe limit the authoritie 
and duetie of Iuſtices of peace, Sheriſes, and certaine other neceſia- 
rie Magiſtrates, and which doe teach them how to rule, and howe 
to obey. Wherein my — inthe beginning ofmine enterpriſe, 
was to ſet downe no other ſtatutes but which bee to all, or at 
the leaſt, to ſome intentes in force, and not any which eycher be 
wholly repealed, or whereof the vſe to all intents is taken away, 
hauing ancarneſt defire, and a ſpeciall good will to collect all thoſe 
ſtatutes, and braunches of ſtatutes, which be receiued as Lawe 
and in force at this day, and none but which be in force and allowed 
for Lawe, But fithence Salomon him ſelfe proclaymeth that xcces.s. 
mans wiſedome is vnperfect, and his knowledge in eche Science 
vncertaine: Therefore I being vtterly deſtitute of that wiſedome; 
and but of flender knowledge in the lawes wherein 1 deale, ney- 
ther may, doe, nor will preſume to thinke that by any meanes I 
am able to performe my defired enterpriſe, ot to bring to perfecti- 
on this ſo waightie a matter, and ſo intricate a cauſe: For though 
I may ſay with Saint Paul, Nihil milu conſerns firm, I know not what 1. Corina 
I haue miſtaken, or wherein I haue erred: yet will I not dare to | 
report, or be incouraged to affirme that my woorke is perfect, or 
that I haue fully perfourmed my Title, and long wiſhed attempt. 
And for that cauſe, landing in doubt whether I were beſt to con- 
ceale many trueths, or aduenture to report ſome errors: The 
learned Philoſopher e AA. Tullius whiſperedin mine eare, Quodfalh, 
decipi,errarebrananams eft, ard telling me, ( ſo farre as his prophane 
knowledge extended |) to what vie I was borne, and to whole 
9 I Henke live, he preſſed me to hazard ſome part of my 
credite to doe my Countrey and Countreymen good, auowing by. | 
all his goods, Pg if the valiant Horatius Cocks pad not ed 8 
his life, and the lingting Q. Eabius his honor, for the benefite of their 184. 
A. ii. Countrey, Ib. 
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Countrey it is like chat Rome and the Name of Romanes had bene 
clere extinct long time before the Romane Monarch began. But as 
it hath pleaſed you (Right worſhipfull) for the zeale you beare ynto 
Iuſtice, the care you haue of your Countrey, and the good wil you 
ewe vnto euety good ſubiect, to be a furtherer of all honeſt and ver- 
tuous | amongſt others to encourage me in this my 
ile, and to aſſiſt me with your ſage aduice: ſo if in continuing 
your ſaid affeRion, you will vouchſate to become amongſt vs, an 
ether Iuſtinian, you ſhall doubtleſſe finde Tribomian and many of his 
felowes ready withreuerence to attempt your wholeſome directi- 
ons, & execute yourlawfull deuices, & willing not onely to remoue 


thole imperſections, which by my-weakenes of iud t, or ſlack-

ther Princes: So you by procuring to be reduced into ſome per- 


ect Method the confuſed nomber of our lawes prouided in ſeuerall 


ee maner of gouernments, vpon ſeuerall cauſes, and to 
endes, may purchaſe to your ſelſe perpetuall renowme of all 
Engliſhmen, whileſt Co a aan ar lawes ſhall rule them. And as 
we, which nowe inioy the benefites of your trauaile in place of Iu-
